forty yeara ago, and graphically described the 
dense forests remaining in (eastern NewjYork, 
and the vast number ol men engaged'in their 
destruction and the newly created Holds as 
they were cultivated among the stumps m that 
Htate and throughout New England.

fully and for 
a longer period than elsewhere upon the 
continent. 
They date back more than two 
centuries, and for more than half a century 
thov are as complete as may bo desired. The 
Smithsonian institution made a specialty of 
collecting and collating these observations and 
statistics. 
Scientific men have studied and 
dwelt upon them, and unanimously arrived at 
the conclusion that there has not only beea no 
diminution of rain fall in those states, hut, ou 
the contrary, a slight increase of rain on the 
Atlantic seaboard from Maine to Virginia, ou 
the average, since 1835, which is in no way 
connected with the clearing of the lands in the 
interior. No other change in the climate has 
been ascertained. 
"Then take California, which was heavily 


timbered forty years ago. These forests have 
been nearly swept away within that period. 
But there are no statistics or other evidences 
to show any change in the climate of that 
state nor any diminution of the rain fall. 
Again all of us are familiar with the great 
prairies of Illinois and northern Indiana and 
Ohio, which existed for many thousand years 
before their discovery by the whites. But none 
of na know that less rain fell upon these lauds 
than did upon the adjacent timbered country. 
No evidence exist to show any change in this 
climate or quantity of rain-fall since they have 
been settled and dotted with orchards, groves 
and cities, and yet the meteorological observa- 
tions have been token there and hero almost 
from the day the plow first cut the prairie sod 
or the hand of man planted a fruit tree or the 
seed of an osage orange. Meteorological ob- 
servations have been taken at Marietta and m 
this city from & very early day, but they do 
not indicate any change of climate or diminu- 
tion of the rainfall, and yon may wnte it down 
that no part of America furnishes any support 
to the theory that removing the forests brings 
about any change of climate or tendency to- 
ward barrenness and desolation, ..-J it would 
be as well for the people generally to ascertain 
the

Sam sardonically, "this does not apply to tho 
oratory at forestry meetings. The fact is 
nearly all our rains come from the gulf of 
Mexico. There is a constant interchange be- 
tween that vast body of water and the lands 
of the great valley of the Mississippi »nd its 
tributaries. The vapor rises from the gulf, 
the currents of air drive it in clouds up tho 
Mississippi and across the vast timber lands 
of Arkansas and Tennessee, and over all those 
great central states, where it is met of colder 
currents ot air, and falls in the shape of rain, 
and flows down rivulets, streams and rivers 
until it again unites with the gulf. This is the 
Kreat system of circulation that feeds our 
rivers, saturates and fertilizes our lands, and 
over which the feeble efforts and works of 
man have no more control than they have over 
the course of Jupiter in his orbit. Or, in 
other words, it is not within the power of man 
to affect the temperature a fraction of a de- 
gree or the annual rainfall« fraction of an 
inch'by cutting down or planting trees." 
"What then dobs make the climatic changes?' 
"When great lakes are drained, dried up or 
diminished in area there in less surface for 
evaporation, and less rain falls in the vicinity; 
when a mountain range ia elevated, and the 
course of the winds or currents of air m the lo- 
calitv is changed, there is an interference with 
the precipitation of rain; bnt these are classed 
with geological results.

"Very little. In the summer season light 
showers will be held on the leaves of the trees 
until evaporated without reaching the ground, 
and if they fall npon the parched and cleared 
land they will be evaporated about as speedily. 
Heavy showers will reach the ground among 
the trees and be alow to arrive at the streams 
and it they fall upon plowed lands or fields of 
grain or rneadow.they will saturate the ground 
Slid find their way through ;springs to the 
streams, so that there will 6e but tattle differ- 
ence. The ground,however,beneath the trees, 
is saturated by the water more slowly, and the 
evaporation from the surface is not ep rapid, 
hence the surface of the ground in the forest 
remains damp much longer than it does in the 
opened and cleared spaces For this reason 
fee pools of ^ter in' small ravines and the 
JmaffsTtttagiTn the forest do not dry npiir the 
summer season so quickly as they do in the 
cleared and cultivated had. In the winter 
and spring, when we usually have o«r hard- 
eat rains,there is not so much gnrfaos evuporo- 
tion and hence less difference in thia respect 
between the forest and cleared land. . Small 
streams in cleared land will empty themselves 
following a hard shower a little more rapidly 
than those of equal size in the forest whore the 
streams are obstructed by logs »nd uprooted 
trees. In the latter case the water is temporar- 
ily dammed, and to work it» way through will

The Dismal jewamp in Virginia is much re- 


duced in extent compared to what it was 
twenty years ago. It now contains, says ft re- 
cent.viBitor there, some of the boat farming 
land in-tlie state. A railroad runs across it, 
and it is on its way to final extinction. The 
drainage of Lake Drnmmond, a central body 
of water Iving higher than the average level of 
the swamp, would make the whole area fertile. 
This is a project of Gov. Benjamin I. Butler, 
who once had surveys made, but at length 
abandoned it. Tho one great industry of the 
swamp in lumbering. It is penetrated by small 
ditches in connection with the larger canals, 
and by rude tramroada. over which the logs 
are hiuiled to be sawed up into shingles, rail- 
rond ties and fencing. The lake, however, 
with its fringe of cypress and ito projecting 
roots and stumps, is just as dismal as ever.

PUNKBAL OF A VETERAN. 


Death and Burial of Thomas N. Muzzy, 


at Cumberland, Ohio 


The following, taken from the Ohio 


State Journal of March 27tb, gives an 
interesting account of the funeral of the 
aged father of Hon. L. F. Muzzy, of this 
city, who attended the obsequies: 


The long and eventful life of this re- 


markable maa closed on Friday night, 
March 23, 1883, in the 95th year of his 
age. On Monday, at 10 o'clock, a huge 
assembly united with bin family and rela- 
tives in the last tribute of respect to his 
memory. The City Hall, where the fune- 
ral services were held, was fittingly pre- 
pared for the occasion, and impressive 
exercises were participated in by Revs. 
Knmler, Campbell and Seigfried. We 
gather the following tacts from the ad- 
dress of Rev. Seigfried: 


Thomas Newell Muzzy was born in 


Worcester, Massachusetts, March 16th, 
1789. On February 3d, 1813, he married 
Lorinda J. Bacon, of Charlton, Mass., 
who survives him, after a union of more 
than seventy yean. 


On their wedding day, and in the uni- 


form made by her, he tendered, in their 
behalf, the services of a military band, of 
which be was leader, to the government 
in the war of 1812. On July 4th, 1814, he 
entered the tract of land adjoining the 
city, in sight of which they since resided.

What stirring memories are crowded 


into the history of these early pioneers. 
They suffered many privations that pos- 
terity might enjoy the rich traits of civili- 
zation. The funeral was largely attended, 
and many eyes moistened in taking leave 
of the kind old face that was so familiar 
to four generations. The engine named 
for him on the C. W. and N. Y. railroad 
was draped in mourning in memory of 
liia zeal and sacrifices to put this valley in 
communication with the outaide world. 
Long will his memory live. By his en- 
larged liberality towards every enterprise 
that promised to advance the interests of 
ail community he erected a monument in 
the hearts of his people that is more en- 
during than the most imposing shaft of 
granite or marble. 


The Extension Again. 


A dispatch from Indianapolis says: " A

Early Lettuce. 


A correspondent of Tick's Maga- 


zine says: "There are very few peo- 
ple not fond of lettuce in the early 
spring. Having removed from the 
city, where early lettuce could be 
bought at the markets, I was much 
at a loss for this refreshing salad 
plant; at least until quite warm 
weather. Knowing it to be quite 
hardy, I last autumn sowed some 
seed in a warm, dry spot, and in a 
week or two the plants were.up. Be- 
fore hard frost I placed around my 
little patch some boards—to be par- 
ticular an old door frame—and over 
this some loose boards, covering 
about two thirds of the space, so that 
there was about one-third uncovered 
for light and air. It was where it 
got the best of the sun, sloping 
southeast, and it was a surprise to 
find how early I had young lettuce 
from this rude bed. 
Of course, this 


will be of no benefit to those who 
have hot-beds and other conveniences 
for forcing vegetables, but to mamy 
of your readers I think the knowl- 
edge may be useful."

Cultivating Orchards. 


1. Instead of "trimming up" trees 


according to the old fashion, to make 
them lone-legged and long-armed, 
trim them down, so as to make them 
even, snug and symmetrical. 


2. Instead of manuring heavily in 


a small circle at the foot of the tree, 
spread the manure, if needed at all, 
broadcast over the whole surface, es- 
pecially where the ends of the roots 
can get it. 


3. Instead of .spading a small cir- 


cle about the etem, cultivate the 
whole surface broadcast. 


4. Prefer a well pulverized, clean 


surface in an orchard, with a mode- 
rately rich soil, to heavy manuring 
and a surface covered with a hard 
crust and weeds and grass. 


5. Remember that it is better to 


set ont ten trees with all the neces- 
sary care to make them live and 
flourish, than to set out a hundred 
trees and have them all die from 
carelessness. 


G. Remember that tobacco is a 
poison, and will kill insects rapidly if 
properly applied to them, and is one 
of the best drugs for freeing fruit 
trees rapidly of small vermin. 


7. Finally, do not neglect to set 


out as many fruit trees of different 
varieties as you possibly can. 
It 


will pay. 
If you have but a small 


farm put out the fewer trees, but put 
out as many as you can find space 
for. Larger farm, more trees. Fruit 
evaporators are comparatively inex- 
pensive, they are very easily opera- 
ted, and properly dried fruit is al- 
ways salable. If your farm is near 
a railroad you will be able to sell ev- 
ery bushel of fruit for city consump- 
tion that yon happen to raise, and 
you will realize satisfactory prices 
for it 
By all means plant all the 


fruit trees that you may find room 
for, and raise all the fruit that you 
can coax your trees to bear.
